In tho conrso of iho gorioa of celebra- 
tions in connection with tho oponing ol 
tho European and Worth American 
JRuilwuy, liio official tongue would ap« 
pear to huvo been united and that reti- 
cence which porteQtateB, "governors -'and 
cabinet ministerp h>ive boon aocustomod 
to oheervo respecting questionB.of State 
pnlicy feeuis to havo been laid complet- 
ely uuido for tbo occasion, "What a 
glorious harvoat for press reporters ;wbat 
a rare opportunity for intorvio wen--, 
was preBeoted at Bangor and Vanceboro ! 
Ernboldoued, doubtlesB, by tho free and 
outspoken friondlinosB of Lord Lisgiir 
at Bangor, Mr Robeson, Secretary of 
, the United S.ates Muvy, is buid to bavo 
■ oroatod i quite a sens-ation by giv» 
ing utiE^nce to the following : — " The 
two nations of Anglo-Saxon blood uro 
now uLiied—n member that. If tho time 
Bbould over come when in tbo cause ol 
humanity, of right, of lreedom, thoy 
aro colled open to ataud togetheragaiust 
tbo world in arms, they are a ruco 
and in a mood to moot tho crisis withca 
shrinking from danger and without 
quailing in tbo proaenco of earthly 
powers." This may well bo supposed 
to have ropcrinduccd a moio reflective 
mood on the part of " Britishers" pre- 
eeut, and efpecielly tho roprefentutivo 
of tbo nation. And bO it is recorded 
that, on tbo following day. Lord Lisgar 
took occasion to remark iliat Great Bri- 
tain wanted do mnterial assistance Iron 
tbo United StutOB, but good will ouly ; 
that neither coujiry needed more, 
each being enough io fight its own way 
in tho world ; that each wun-td tho 
sympathy and moral support 
of tho other in tbo > groat 
work of human liberty and progress. 
Lord LiFgar's enanoiations on the sv.b- 
joct of the Treaty of Washington have 
excited a good deal of iniereBt, and havo 
been mado the tubject of divorso criti- 
cism in ibe Cauniliun press. Ii may be 
presumed that tbo Governor Gcuoial 
opoke tho views of ILer Majesty's Min- 
isters oven more tuau thoso of hi« own 
upon the suljecr. It would also op- 
pear that tho Uanad an Government 
will recommend 10 Parliament the 
ratification of tbo Treaty, but that the 
ratification of it will not be made a 
Government measure in that dense 
wfich would cause tbo Ministry to 
stand or fall by it. Tho remarks of 
Lord Lispiir would farther indicate his 
beliel in the probur.iliiy that the Treaty 
will be ratiGed by Parliament, and that 
neither Fenians nor Fisbermon will be 
permitted to stand in tbo wiy of peace 
between the two nation?. As a pari ol 
Canada, British Columbia hns, perhaps 
leas opportunity of arriving ai a fair 
and intelligent conclusion respecting 
tho merits of the Fishery part of the 
Treaty; but if it is good for Canada 
it wili ho good lor British Colombia, and 
ibis Provitico wants to be included in 
its provifionp. As a port of O'unadu, 
British Coiumtia is d*'birot!8 of seomg 
solid peace established between the two 
countnos. 

Cauatliau Pacific Railway. 



The following otticlo is taken from 
the Toronio Telegraph, one of tho moM 
independent and influential journals of 
Dominion;— "According to tho latest the 
accounin, tbo Canadian Pacifio Railway 
is progressing lavorably. Of course, ii 
la as yet but in tho incipient Btato ol 
survey, but what hes been duno has 
been douo well; and tberoare indication- 
that tho wholo routo will bo carrried 
forward with a proper regard for the 
capabilities and wishes ol tho Dominion. 
Instances have occurred where the 
parties oDgaged in tho survey have been 
put to no inconsiderable amount ot 
bodily tormre, and whero the interest* 
of tho road have boen impeded by the 
mismanagement atteuding the commies 
nriat of tho by no mtans i nod venturous 
fellows who huvo undertaken to plan 
out HLd lay out tho lino of ibia gigantic 
road. On the whole, however, there 
baa been a general desire on the part of 
employers and employcoB to push for« 
ward to tho uttermost this grand roato 
to tho Pucifio Ocoan, which will, in tbo 
future, connect this Dominion with the 
most outlying dependencies of British 
Worth America. To tho bickering*, 
curpiug* and bowlings of the Opposition 
prc-s ihe party new in power at Otta- 
wa can point to work done, to labor ac- 
complished, and to disignu in a fair 
way of furtherance, which must sa Ufy 
the most bigoted onomy of tho Govern- 
ment that they huvo acted in good faith 
with the country, and according to tho 
conditions laid down by them when 
Iheyadmittid Bri.ish Columbia into 
tbo Confederation of tho Provinces. 
The work to be earriid through is tbo most 
colossal in tdu bit-tory ot' tbis country! ; 
and tbo party row iu power hua made 
every exertion to cany out tho best i > - 
tercbts of those wboce money pays lor 
it, and to tho honor of Iho30 by wboio 
cunning brains it was designed. There 
lore, wo, the people of Canada, may rely 
with security on tbo fact that our rulers 
oro fulfilling their promises and discharg- 
ing their boundin doty in this mutter;

had been accustomed! Lid think. But, it 
should bn remvinbered that iho Globe is 
not Ontario, neither ure tho "Uii's." Tho 
lollowing which wo olip fiom the Toronto 
Leader will liolp lo ehow that British Colum- 
bia has influential friends and ablo delead> 
eiB in Ontario— By private advices Irom 
Lost Creek, Ominica, British Oolambia, it 
iB said that an experi.nced minor status that 
tho benches in that dislriot will all pny 
largely, and that he has seen miners pack 
a Hour sock of dirt to a o:fiak end waah oil 
fifty dol nrs of gold. Let thoao who nre 
siarviug and attugijling to obtnin work at a 
dollar a day think ofthia. flow desirable 
it would be to transport the thousands of 
people who are ai present staiving iu Europe 
to such a country as that! It ia probably 
true ihat provisions era vary high in Brilish 
Columbia, but when the rai rjad is ton* 
plated ihry vsill be as cheap aa any where 
else in 'In Dominion. Hero is a country 
whue everyone who is industrious may make a 
living, u nui a luriuiio, aiid this is the same pro. 
vince which the Opposition informed us last 
session was-not worth having in our Dominion, 
being made up of mountains inaccesaihlo and of 
no value, with not ten acres of arable land in the 
whole colony . The "ten acres of arable land" 
in British Columbia will hereafter becume a bye- 
word ; a considerable portion of the land in 
British Columbia is suitable for cither tillage or 
pasture. There is one plain alone, namely, tho 
Chilcoten plain, which is ono hundred and 
twenty miles long by forty miles wide, ia ns pic- 
turesque aa an English pajk, nnd na capable of 
cultivation as any porliou of tho Saskatihewan 
Valley. The timber of British Columbia ia 
acknowledged to bo tha finest iu the world. Some 
of tho treeu aro 3U0 feet high, and frequently 
as many aa ten hundred of tiic-m to tho aero. In 
fact no finer lumber district exists nnyivhere than 
in British Columbia, then the fisheries arc con- 
sidered of such importance as to induce the 
Dominion Government to place at tho disposal 
of the Provincial Government a couple of vessels 
fnr their protection. The salmon fishery ia pro- 
lifie beyond description. A con-ignmont of sal- 
mon from San Francisco to Sydnuy. have just 
beer, spokan of most favourably. Salmon aro so 
extraordinarily plentiful in British C'olumb:a that 
whole ship loads could he procured and forwarded 
to our southern colonies without ia acy mariner 
damaging future supplies. When all ihc above 
arc considered an • known, how small and paltry 
must seem the abuse and belittling which the Op- 
pbsllon Inst cession heaped upon BritishUolumbia. 
All suih twaddle must go to abow bow much 
knowledge they possessed, and* how [lar they 
were sincere in their statements.
